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Commissioners 
delay vote on '96 
county budget

Governmental officials in 
Washington are not the only ones who 
seem to be having difficulty passing a 
1996 budget. The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners recently 
voted w delay a decision on its'96 
budget until the first meeting of the 
new year. 

In a public budget hearing on 
Wednesday, Dec. 20, county Ways 
and Means Committee Chairman 
Brice Bretzke, said he was “not a 
happy camper,” after revicwing the 
budget proposal, which was submitcd 
by county treasurer Joc Wakeley. 

“Tt was our responsibility to work 
on this budget,” Bretwzke said. “We 
scheduled several work sessions, but 
when we showed up there were no 
tools to work with. Now this budget is 
thrown in front of us and we're asked 
to vote on iL 

“Well the buck stops with me,” 
Bretzke said. “I apologize and 
guaranice it won't happen again. The 
people’s representative of the 6th 
district ts going tocul the throat on the 
golden goose.....tonight. Just look how 
this makes our board jook to our 
consutuents.” 

When contacted Wakele y said there 
were problems that kept much work 
from being done in uk two work 
sessions. Since then he saxi he had pul 
many, many meuculous hours int it, 
bo ensure it was done propesly and in 
tame for the public beagng. 
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“In the first session, there were 
computer problems that kept very titde 
from being done,” he said. 

Wakeley said he welcomes 
improvements to the process of 
developing and adopting a budget and 
he encouraged the commission to look 
at that process. 

“AS far as the budget they had 
before them, any changes they want to 
make we can try to fit in,” Wakeley 
said, “but a vast majority of the budgct 
is fixed costs.” 

Bretzke also said he was upset that 
Wakeley had sent a recording of 
himsclf to a public hearing to review 
the budget. 

In that recording, Wakcley began 
with an apology to the commission for 
being unable to attend the meeeung 
due to a previous family committment 
that could not be rescheduled. 

Wakeley recommended the 
adoption of a budget proposal that 
would have left the county with a 
small surplus for the upcoming year. 

Bretzke motioned to vote on the 
budget during the commission’s Jan. 
3 organizauonal mecting. The vote 
passed with unanimous approval. 

“In the mean ume,” Bretzke said, 
“t would expect the commissioners to 
have the budget reviewed.” 

Wakeley said since the 
commissioners had just received the 
proposed budget, he didn‘texpectthem 
to vote on ituntil the next mecting. “It 
makes good sense to review the budget 


’ before voung on it,” he said.

“My motion still stands,” Bretzke 
' Said. 
The action came as a result of 
' Correspondence to CESW dated Dec. 
| 7, from John Ozoga, Senior 
| Environmental Engineer of the 
-Departrnent of Environmental 
Waste Management 


Division. Each commissioner was 


provided with a copy of the letter. 

In his letter, Ozoga explained that 
a Nov. 29 inspection of the CESW 
landfill in Maple Forest Township 
revealed several violations and 
potential violations of the Crawford 
County Solid Waste Management 
Plan. 

The letter states: 

1) A review of landfill reports for 
October showed that trash had been 
received from Clare County, which is 
not mentioned in the Crawford County 
Solid Waste Management Plan. 

2) A review of the second quarter 
1995 remedial action plan atthe landfill 
revealed an unacceptable level of vinyl 
chloride at one groundwater 
monitoring well. 

3) An unlicensed composting area 
was found on the eastern boundary of 
the landfill. 

Ozoga closed his letter with, “The 
Department is requiring CESW to 
correct the aforementioned items and 
responsd to this office in writing by 
February 1, 1996 summarizing the 
actions taken. The overall operation 
of the facility was satisfactory and has 
shown improvement.” 


Airfield changes open 
notification process 


The Grayling Army Airfield will be 


changing its procedures for issuance 
and retraction of Notices to Airmen 
(NOTAM). 

ANOTAM isa notice filed with the 
Lansing Flight Service Office speci- 
fying whether the airport is open or 
not. The military has been responsible 
for issuing NOTAMs in the past. The 
military, however, does not coordi- 
nate the snowplowing of the airport’s 
runways. This resulted in the airport 
being reported closed due to snow 
covered runways, when the runways 
were actually clear of snow. 

Dennis Long, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of Commis- 
sioners, said this was a commonplace 
incident. The military reserved the 


right to close that airport, but We’re 
responsible for the plowing, he said. 

Long told the other commissioners 
atthe board meeting on Tuesday, Dec. 

12, that the county had asked the mili- 
tary to give up posting NOTAMs, but 
had been unsuccessful, until recently. 

Two military generals were diverted 
from the airport, landed in Traverse 
City and had to rent a car to come to 
Grayling, said Long. When they ar- 
rived, the airport’s runways wereclear 
and dry. 

The field-base operation (FBO) will 
assume responsibility for lead NO- 
TAM action. For the FBO to take 
action on this issue should streamline 
operations at the airfield during the 
snowplowing season. 


Chamber leads new effort to develop snowmobile trail through city

The Grayling Regional Chamber 
of Commerce and the Greater Grayling 
Snowmobile Association (GGSA), 
have teamed up to develop a 
snowmobile trail through the City of 
Grayling, 

The purpose of the trail is to link 
existing trails leading north and south 
from the city and to provide a means in 
which snowmobilers can have safe, 
casy access to businesses in Grayling. 

In a meeting held on Wednesday, 
Dec. 20, at the Chief Shoppenagon 
Hotel, chamber director Jerry Meyer 
welcomed a crowd of approximaiely 
40 representatives of tocal businesses 
and government saying, “This needs 
to be a positive meeting on what we 
can do this year and in the future to 
promote snowmobiling.” 

Meyer and GGSA vice-presilent 
and trail boss Ed Holtcamp talked 
about the recently published 
snowmobile trail maps now available. 
The maps are being sold throughout 
the community, with all proceeds going 
into the GGSA’s trail-grooming 
program. 

Holtcamp told of plans that were 
developed more than two ycars prior 
for a through-city trail, and the nced to 
follow through with those plans as 
soon as possible, 

“The whole project will cost at 
least $10,000 using all-voluntcer 


labor,” Holtcamp said. 

The trail was originally designed 
to run from the Grayling Holiday [nn, 
through the Grayling Country Club, 
across the railroad right-of-way, then 
proceeding behind (on the west side 
of), the I-75 Business Loop to the 
Grayling City Park. 

“Atthe City Park, we need to shield 
the footbridge against damage and, 
long range, probably build a ncw 
bridge,” Holtcamp said. 

Geuing snowmobilcs safely across 
the narrow bridge was a major point of 
discussion, which Holtcamp and 
Grayling City Manager Jerry Morford 
agreed could be donc. 

Once across the river, the trail 
proceeds across the railroad tracks at 
Michigan Avenue and on to M-72, 

After crossing M-72, the trail would 
continue north adjacent to the railroad 
right-of-way to the west end of North 
Down River Road and then back to the 
Old-27 tail leading north out of the 
city past the airport to link to the DNR 
snowmobile trail system. 

Holicamp said two snowmobile 
parking lots were part of the original 
plans, one in the city park and the other 
across the tracks from the old depot. 

He said all of the property owners 
along the trail would have to agree to 
seasonal easements allowing the trail 
to cross their propertics. 

“The trail would be outlined with 
barrels and snowfencing,” Holtcamp 


said. “If it was properly signed and 
maintained, they'll use it.” 

He said special difficulties could 
be encountered in attaining a small 
groomer to maintain the wail, and in 
erecting special railroad crossings to 
prevent snow from being packed 
around the tracks, so there is no danger 
of rain deratlment. 

“If you want this to happen,” 
Holtcamp said, “you have to come up 
with the bucks, the volunteers and the 
resources,” 

Questions came up on how to get 
the snowmobiles to other business, 
which may not be close to the trail. 

“It will be possible to develop a 
business loop crossing somewhere 
along the trail,” Holicamp said. “A lot 
of details would have to be worked out 
on acrossing that can be regulated and 
that was as safe as possible.” 

Morford agreed, saying, “It is our 
intent to look at other street crossings 
if it doesn't compromise safety,” 

Morford pointed out that the current 
snowmobile ordinance in effect in the 
City of Grayling allows snowmobiles 
to wavel on any local street, but not on 
major sireets. 

Holtcamp added, “We need to get 
the trail north and south, then work oul 
the details to get the snowmobilers to 
the other businesses.” 

Meyerasked for volunteers to serve 
on committees to begin working out 
the details of financing, building and 


maintaining the trail. 

“The chamber would be glad to be 
the coordinator of the project,” Meyer 
said. 


Crawford County currently has 
more than 200 miles of groomed 
snowmobile trails for public recreation. 


The snowmobile trail system has been 
developed over a number of ycars 
through cooperative efforts between 
private organizations, like the GGSA, 
and the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. 


“It’s important for saa to know 


how well the sport of snowmobiling 
has been treated by the DNR,” 
Holtcampsaid. “We work very closely 
with them and they’ve been great. In 
the past two years, the DNR has put 
more than $15,000, and hundreds of 
hours into building and grooming trails 
ae here in Crawford County.”

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Income tax forms due to 
taxpayers in mid-January 


The Michigan Department of 
Treasury hasannounced that taxpayers 
will begin receiving their tax bookicts 
and forms (MI-1040 and MI-1040EZ) 
the second week in January. Over 4 
million income tax forms will be 
mailed this year, according lo 
Treasury's Bureau of Revenue. 
Taxpayers should expect to sec their 
state income tax forms in their 
mailboxes beginning mid-January. 

The 1995 MI-!040 form contains 
several changes from previous years. 
Among the changes are: 

*The income tax rate has been 
lowered from 4.47 percent to 4.4 
percent. 

*The personal exemption has been 
increased from $2,100 to $2,400. 

*The 1995 Headlec Amendment 
Refund will lower income tax hability 
by 2 percent. 

*The pension and annuity income 
deduction has been increased. 

“There is a new College Tuition 


Credit for tuition and fees paid to 
cligible universities and colleges. 

*The interest and dividend income 
deduction for seniors has been 
increased. 


Another change is that taxpayers 
will no longer have the option of 
applying the Home Heating Credit to 
income tax duc on the MI-1040 form. 
Decisions are pending on the federal 
budget, and how much federal aid will 
be available to fund the Home Heating 
Credit. Once those decisions are made 
in Washington, cligible individuals 
should file a Home Heating Credit 
form separately from the MI-1040 
form. 

The Department of Treasury 
recommends that to censure prompt 
processing of retums and refunds 
taxpayers should remember to file 
early, check retums for errors, and use 
the pre-printed mailing label (if it is 
correct) when submitting their return.

Question: My children were 
thrilled with all the Christmas gifts 
they received from relatives. 
However, some of these toys make 
me wonder if they’re completely safe 
for my little ones to play with. How 
can I tell?

Answer: Safety and durability ts a 
major Consideration when choosing 
appropriate toys, The U.S, Consumer 
Product Safety Commission has set 
safely regulations that manufacturers 
must meet so thal dangerous products 
are not produced and sold. Many toy 
manufacturers also comply with that 
industry's voluntary safety standards, 

No toy intended for children under 
8 years should have sharp glass or 
metal cdges. Toys designed for 
children under three should not have 
small parts that can become lodged in 
achild's windpipe, car or nose, These 
small parts include eyes on stuffed

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toys and removable squcakers, Toys 
thal produce loud noises, suchas guns, 
could damage a child's hearing. 
According to the law, these items 
should carry a warning not w fire 
closer than one foot from the ear. Any 
caps that could damage a child's 
hearing are banned. Toys that may 
have been given to your infant should 
mx have cords longer than 12 inches, 
which can wrap around a baby's neck. 
If acnb gym was one of your family 
gifts, don't surctch it across acnb if the 
baby can pull up Ww its hands and 
knees. Some children have fallen 
across these and strangled. 

Toys intended for children under 
eight, should not have sharp points. 
Projecule toys such as arrows or darts, 
should have soft cork tips or rubber 
sucuon cups. The toys that fire these 
objects should not be able to fire other 
obcts that may be unsafe, such as 
pencils. 

Although some toys may be safe for 
older children in the family, they 
should be kept out of the reach of 
younger siblings, such as balloons. 
More children have suffocated on 
uninflated balloons or balloon pieces, 
than on any other type of toy. 

Electronic toys must meet 
mandatory safety requirements, and 
should be used under adult supervision. 
Those with heating elements should 
only be used by children over eight. 

Once toys mect these specifications, 
double check for labels such as “flame 
reiardanv/flame resistant” oncloth toys, 
or “not recommended for children 
under three.” Carefully discard the 
plastic that the toys were in, since this 
can became deadly. If your children 
use a toy box, make sure its lid will 
Stay Open in any position, and as an 
added precaution, check for ventilation 
holes. If yourchildren are taught to put 
toys away properly, this willeliminate 
their risk as a wipping hazard. 

To report an unsafe toy or product, 
consumers may call the U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission’s toll-free 
hotline at 1-800-638-2772.

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AMERICAN TROOPS in Bosnia, 
present one of the least popular 
international moves America has taken 
in recent memory. 

It’s difficult to find person-in-the- 
street enthusiasm for this latest 
American venture in world politics, 

Depending on which poll is cited, 
public support usually runs from 20 to 
40 percent or so. 

Perhaps reflecting such sentiment, 
more than 200 U.S. House members 
wrote President Clinton opposing 
military action in Bosnia, and the 
House voted only 218-210 to fund our 
military efforts. 

The U.S. Senate showed similar 
ambivalence with a 69-30 vote for an 
adriody-worded resolution supporting 
the troops, but not the President's 
decision to send them there. 

For the 20,000 American military 
who will goto Bosnia tncoming weeks, 
the intellectual dilemma could be 
severe.

PRESIDENT CLINTON 
addressed some of those doubts with 
troops in Germany geting ready: for 
their new assignments, 

Echoing John and Robert Kennedy,

DOODLES FROM 
THE TALL TIMBER 


By Wendell L. Hoover, Park Interpreter, 
North Higgins Lake State Park 


According to those more familiar 
with Higgins Lake than I, say it froze 
over early this year and while it may 
have acovering of ice, the ice does not 
look good. The south end of the lake 
froze over first, because it is not quite 
as deep, and it has been supporting a 
few adventurous souls who like to fish 
on the first ice of the season. 

Any northem lake undergoes a great 
deal of change as winter approaches. 
During the summer, most lakes have a 
layer of water near the surface which 
sunlight penetrates. [tis tn this warmer 
layer of water where oxygen- 
producing plants grow and most of the 
fish and other aquatic critters live. If 
you have ever done any scuba or 
snorkel diving, you know the water 
can get downright cold the deeper you 
go and the less light there ts. 

The cold water is heavier, thus it 
sinks to the bottom, but if contains 
Inde oxygen, expluning why most 
fish prefer the warmer oxygen-rich 
upper layers. As winter approaches, 
the surface waters cool and settle 
toward the bottom, displacing the 
oxygen-poor bottom layer. During this 
penod, fish are generally active as 
they prepare for the darkness of winter. 
Plants conunue to produce oxygen 
unul ice forms and snow shuts out the 
light, but once the lake is ice covered, 
the fish must depend upon the oxygen 
dissolved in the water, until the ice 
melts in the spnng and plant growth 
resumes. In order to survive, the fishes 
metabolism slows down and they are 
apt to search less actively for food. 
They spend most of their time 
suspended motionless in the cold dense 
wales, 

While the fish are doing their winter 
thing, animals and birds also make 
their preparations by migrating, storing 
extra food, or putting ona thicker coat 
of fur, and a few hibernate. True 
hibemators such as the chipmunk, 
gopher and the woodchuck, hide 
themselves in burrows, perhaps in

In Matthew 19:18, Christ clearly 
interpreted the 6th commandment: 
*“... Though shaltdono murder...” This 
isthe litcral meaning of Exodus 20:73, 
“Thou shalt not kill.” Christ gave a 
fuller expositionon murder in Mauhew 
5:21-26. In verse 21 He stated the 
common tradition of the Pharisees 
whereby they interpreted the 
commandment. “Ye have heard that it 
was said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not kill; and whosoever shall kill 
shall be in danger of the judgement:” 
To the Pharisees murder was only an 
outward act punishable by the court 
system. One was not a murderer until 
the court said you were, Pharisees 
could now consider OJ. Simpson a 
rightcous man.

Recently, she 
returned lo school, and has almost 
caught up with her class, thanks to 
special tutoring by her teachers and 
classmates. 

Without the volunteer blood

KIDS COUNT reports on Crawford 


By Linda Sherwood

Findings from the K/DS COUNT in 
Michigan 1995 Datu Book reveal the 
most dramatic changes in child well- 
being for Crawford County were in 
the areas of Child safety and teens at 
risk. 

Child safety issues include child 
abuse and neglect victims as well as 
the number of children in out-of-home 
care. 


Child abuse and neglect victims 
reflect an unduplicated count of chil- 
dren who are confirmed victims of 
abuse or neglect. The state defines 
abuse as ‘harm or threatened harm to 
achild’s health and welfare, occurring 
through nonaccidental physical or 
mental injury, sexual abuse, sexual 
exploitation or maltreatment.” 

The number of child abuse/negtect 
victims in Crawford County has 
dropped from 90 children in 1990 to 
21 children in 1994, a 76 percent im- 
provement. Crawford County ranks 
33 out of 83 countics, Crawford was 
one of 59 counties where the rate of 
confirmed cases decreased. 


Despite the decrease, nearly onc of 
every 100 children in Michigan was a 
confirmed victim of abuse and neglect 
in fiscal year 1994, The number of 
cases investigated increased statewide 
from 1991 through 1994, however, 
the number of confirmed cases dropped 
during this same period. 


Children in out-of-home care in- 
clude only those children in facilitics 
or placements supervised by the De- 
partment of Social Services (DSS) or 
the courts. These numbers are viewed 
as an under-count of children in out- 
of-home care because they do not 
include the number of children in 
mental health facilitics orout-of-home 


placements supervised by the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health. 

The number of children in out-of- 
home care in Crawford County has 
dropped from 27 in 1990 to 12 in 1994, 
a 56 percent improvement. 

Other areas of improvement for 
Crawford County is the high school 
dropoutrate, Last year, KIDS COUNT 
rated Crawford County as having the 
second highest number of high school 
dropouts in Michigan. This year, 
according to KIDS COUNT the num- 
ber of dropouts has improved by 62,5 
percent. Crawford County is one of 
only 19 counties that showed improve- 
mentin the dropout rate this ycar, Last 
year, Kent Reynolds, superintendent 
of Crawford AuSable School District, 
disputed KIDS COUNT’s dropoutrate.

report, calculates dropout rates as the 
percentage of students who lcave 
school during the year without enroll- 
ing in another educational program. 

KIDS COUNT calculates the drop- 
out rate as the number of students en- 
rolled in grades 9 through 12 in public 
schools ina given year and the number 
enrolled in grades 10 through 12 the 
next year, with adjustments made for 
the number of graduating students and 
transfers in and out of the district. 

For the entire state of Michigan, the 
dropout rate has increased 46.4 per- 
cent from 1994-92 through 1993-94, 
The dropout rate varies significantly 
across counties in 1994, ranging from 
one percent in Grand Traverse and 
Missaukee countics to around 14 per- 
cent in Wayne, Oscoda and Luce 
countics,

Crawford County is only one county 
away from having the worst rate of 
births to teenagers ages 15-17 in 
Michigan, as ranked by KIDS 
COUNT. 

The rate is based on the number of 
births per 1,000 women in this age 
group. Each year a rate is determined 
based on the population in this age 
group. In Crawford County the birth - 
rate to teenagers during 1991 to 1993 
is 28.1 percent worse than the base 
years of 1986 to 1988, 

Births to teenage women through- 
out the state is only 5.7 percent worse 
than it was during the base period. 

Findings from the KIDS COUNT 
1995 reveal the most dramatic changes 
in child well-being in Michigan were 
inthe area of teens at risk, child health 
and economic security.

DNR urges caution when walking or fishing on ice 


Due to unseasonable cold weather 
in Michiganduring the pastlew weeks, 
many bodies of walerare now covered 
with ice, but this ice may not be thick 
enough to support a person's weight. 
Those planning to go out on the ree are 
advised to use caution. 

The unusually cold November and 
early December weather 
accompanied by heavy snowfall in 
many arcas of Ue stake, cCreuuing: ice: 
covered bodies of water with slushy 
snow on top. 
insulates ice and prevents tt from 
freezing as evenly and as quickly asa 
would without the snow cover, Snow 
cover is also deceptive and makes If 
difficult to evaluate the ie, 

Specific bodies af water can also 
pose special safety considerations. In 
Saginaw Bay, for example, pressure 
cracks inthe ice have been reported im 
recent weeks. Pressure cracks are 
common hazards on ace cover along 
the bays of the Great Lakes. Wind and 
wave action in the open waters far 
Offshore cause movement of the ice, 
which results un liege cracks, some of 
which run for miles across the ice. 
Combined with windy conditions, 
pressure cracks can set large “sheets” 
of ice adrift, along with any anglers 
who may be on them.
